Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 2-1 4 are allowed.

With regard to independent claims 1,13 and 14, the prior art does not disclose 
nor suggest a system or method for acquiring an image of the surrounding area of a 
vehicle wherein the imaging device is configured and arranged to determine an image 
displaying location that is a prescribed distance prior to a predetermine road region that 
was detected to require an external image of the surrounding area and the displaying 
device being configured and arranged to display the images captured when the vehicle 
is detected to have passed the image displaying location that was determined.
